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Annual Giving Sets Record $165,428 


he record $165,428 contributed to Presbyterian 
College’s 1971 Annual Giving amounted to 
a 9 percent increase over the previous year. 
This display of renewed confidence in the PC 
program by hundreds of alumni and friends came 
at a time when many colleges nationally have 
suffered declining support and budget deficits. 
The -final count exceeded the 1971 goal of 
$160,000 and compared to the 1970 figure of 
$152,422. It also brought the cumulative 13-year 
total to $1,321,588 for this program which has 
been cited nationally several times by the Ameri- 
can Alumni Council. 
The $165,428 in 1971 was given by 1,606 donors 
in these categories: alumni—$84,878; non-alumni 
faculty and board members — $22,653; parents — 


Building Plans Point 
Toward Summer Start 


Final plans are being com- 
pleted, pointing toward the 
breaking of ground on the pro- 
posed new library and field 
house sometime during the com- 
ing summer. 

Construction bids will be taken 
within the next few months, 
after planning committees and 
the architect make final revisions 
to keep the library within a $1.4 
million figure and the field 
house within $1.2 million. 

Both of these structures and 
endowment additions were ob- 
jectives of the South Carolina 
Synod’s EXCEL campaign. This 
successful drive exceeded its 
$2 million goal (see box at right) 
but left additional funds to be 
secured to complete the building 
costs. A lending agency will 
provide these funds, with a 
Federal interest-subsidy grant 
paying interest charges in excess 
of 3 percent.

$14,451; friends—$38,741; and corporate matching 
gifts—$4,705. 

Geographically, the totals read: South Carolina 
donors—$87,260; Georgia—$28,249: North Carolina 
—$23,910; and other states—$26,009. 

Although most of the funds were sent for un- 
restricted use, special interest in athletics pro- 
duced $50,186 for the Walter Johnson Club. 

The Annual Giving program, designed primarily 
to help underwrite current operating expenses, 
has been a main factor in PC’s balanced budget for 
the past 13 consecutive years. Underscoring its 
importance is the fact that the $165,428 produced 
last year is the equivalent of interest on an endow- 
ment investment of approximately $3.5 million. 


Total Gifts Top $1 Million Again 


Gifts to all phases of the PC program in 1971 topped the 
$1 million mark for the third straight year. The total for last 
year amounted to $1,025,831, compared with $1,035,404 con- 
tributed in 1970. The capital purposes of plant and endowment 
led the way, totaling $656,564, about half of this on pledge 
payments to the EXCEL program.

Curriculum Receives New Major 


In Economics-Political Science 


A new economics-political science major, bring- 
ing together offerings of each of these 
departments into a flexible program combination, 
will be added to the Presbyterian College cur- 
riculum next fall. 

Dean W. Fred Chapman said the new major 
will give students the wide range of entering 
graduate work in either economics or political 
science, of providing one avenue for pre-legal 
training, and of offering to those not interested in 
graduate work the necessary background for ca- 
reers in business or government work. The major 
leads to the BS degree at PC. 

Dr. Chapman pointed out that Presbyterian long 
has offered separate majors in economics and in 
history-political science. The new proposal re- 
cently approved by the faculty does not replace 
these but simply adds a combination program in 
the two disciplines which have a natural and 
historical affinity (once classified as political 
economy). The program calls for 48 hours of 
major work—28 hours of economics and 15 of 
political science—in addition to other requirements 
completing the 126 minimum hours needed for

graduation. Dean Chapman added: 

“The new major in economics-political science 
is particularly advantageous, since present-day 
political science necessitates more and more of a 
behavioral-scientific approach as modern govern- 
ments have assumed the responsibility for eco- 
nomic growth, full employment and welfare 
benefits.” 

Dr. Carl Arnold is chairman of the PC economics 
and business administration department, and Asso- 
ciate Professor Earl Halsall directs the political 
science program. 


Summer School to Open on June 12 


Fifty-three courses in 13 departments, including 
18 hours in post-graduate work in education and 
psychology, will be offered in 1972 summer 
school. 

The dates: First terms—June 12-July 15; Sec- 
ond term—July 17- August 19. Students may at- 
tend either or both of the five-days-a-week ses- 
sions and receive a maximum of six hours credit 
for each session.

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A $37,500 Grant To Underwrite

resbyterian College has received a $37,500 

grant to help underwrite the nation’s first 
undergraduate program to train associate guidance 
counselors. 

The grant comes from the Mary Reynolds 
Babcock Foundation of Winston-Salem, N. C., 
which three years ago awarded PC $30,000 to 
strengthen its special education program. The 
new $37,500 gift will be paid over the next three 
years at the rate of $12,500 per year to help offset 
the cost of instruction and equipment. 

The PC psychology department, headed by Dr. 
Claude H. Cooler, last fall received provisional 
approval from the South Carolina State Board of 
Education to graduate students qualified as asso- 
ciate guidance counselors. The new requirements 
enable an individual to qualify as an associate 
counselor with his undergraduate degree, whereas 
counselor certification requirements previously 
included a bachelor’s degree plus two years of 
teaching experience and a master’s degree in 
guidance and counseling. 

In anticipation of approval, PC already had its 
psychology curriculum geared for the program 
and next June will graduate these seven seniors 
as the first associate guidance counselors with BS 
degrees in psychology: Wayne Abee and Mrs. 
Shelby Goss Hutchings, both of Clinton; Herbert 
Codington of Decatur, Ga.; Mike Kelly of Cayce; 
Martha Manson of Martinsville, Va.; Mrs. Leona 
Davis Query of Newberry; and William Rice of 
Matthews, N. C. 

Dr. Cooler said that, in addition to specified 
course work, the program requires a full-time 


internship of one term under the direction of a 
certified counselor in his school setting. PC also 
offers four graduate-level courses which may be 
applied toward the master’s degree in counseling. 
He added: 

“This is a new and innovative program to meet 
a real need among public schools. When the State 
Board of Education approved the idea last spring, 
South Carolina became the first state to authorize 
the associate counselor program. Now PC be- 
comes the first college to implement the program, 
and we are grateful for the assistance provided by 
the Mary Reynolds Babcock Foundation grant. 
Because state law requires qualified guidance per- 
sonnel and public school counselors are in very 
short supply, it becomes essential to train more 
as soon as possible.” 


Winter Term Enrolls 809 Students 


A total of 809 students registered for the winter 
term of PC’s 1971-72 session—543 men and 266 
women. 

This number compares to 857 enrolled at the 
start of the fall term last September—a normal 
attrition resulting from some students who com- 
pleted degree requirements in December and some 
others who did not return for academic or other 
reasons. 

The 13-week winter term will extend until the 
start of spring holidays on April 7. Then, after a 
ten-day vacation period, students will return on 
April 17 for the seven-week spring term running 
until May 31. Commencement is June 4.
